who tempt fate twice daily live 


long lives and die quietly in bed 


F E W more days now and the big tent show’s will 
be starting off for the 1931 trouping season. 
P arade wagons have been painted. 
Lions and 
tigers and elephants— the entire menagerie— 
are ready to be loaded into bright new trains. 
Another week and the dare-devil performers, "the human 
cannon." the clowns and side-show freaks will all have 
assembled. 
B ut the men and women who have gathered— old-time, 
seasoned circus performers— are not quite so gay and cheer­ 
ful these days as they pretend. 
For this is the first year 
in more titan a dozen that Lillian Leitzel. w orld’s greatest 
aerialist, star with a capital “S ” of the Ringling and B ar­ 
num and Bailey circus, will not be among them. 
Lillian, the diminutive whirlwind of the air, plunged to 
her death a few weeks ago in a music hall in Copenhagen, 
Denmark, when the iron trapeze ring which held her sus­ 
pended 45 feet above the floor broke. 
Lillian will not be there and the thought is depressing. 
For though circus folk daily risk their lives in ways the 
public seldom know’s, fatalities in the sawdust ring are 
miraculously rare. 
M en and W’omen of the circus cannot forget that Lillian, 
born trouper, went on with the show that fatal night in the 
Danish capital, though premonition warned against it. I hey 
do not forget that the tragedy came on the eve of Friday, 
the I 3th. 
" I don’t want to go on,” Lillian 8aid to her maid in 
the dressing room of the V alencia Music H all. 
"I wish 
I hadn’t accepted this engagement. 
Everything seems to 
be all right, but I feel that I should have gone to Berlin 
with A lfredo.” 
A lb ed o Codona, her husband and leader of the famous 
Codona acrobatic troupe, was in Berlin appearing at the 
W inier G arden. 
H e rushed to Copenhagen when informed 
of his w ife’s fall, bul was not w’ith her at tile time of her 
death. 
M arried in 1928, the engagements which took Lil­ 
lian to Copenhagen and Codona to Berlin marked the first 
separation of this famous pair of circus sweethearts since 
their marriage.

Lillian Leitzel . . . dimin­ 
utive whirlwind of the air 
. . . foresaw disaster on 
her last night alive . . . 
but followed tradition by 
going on with her act in 
spile o f i t 


T was Lillian Leitzel for whom the entire circus was 
always hushed when the moment for her p a formance 
arrived. 
Even the band stopped playing as the tiny, 
blond-haired figure spun up the rope to the top of the big 
tent. 
T hen a salvo of drums as the golden girl whirled, 
head over heels, 50, IOO. 2 0 0 times. 
A m azing! 
U nbe­ 
lievable! 
The act was known in circus parlance as "the 
giant flange.’ 
It was originated by Lillian’s mother. 
No 
man, no oilier woman in the world could do that spin. 
Everything went along just about as usual thai night rn 
Copenhagen. 
There was the applause at Miss Leitzel's 
appearance. 
Dexterously she mounted the rope, pirou­ 
etted, posed for her audience, blew them kisses. 
Then 
die began whirling heels over head. 
She had almost fin­ 
ished the act when the trapeze ring broke. 
Lillian plunged 
downward 45 feet to a rubber mat. 
W omen screamed. 
Men ran forward. 
T he music hall was in pandemonium. 
Injuries to the perform ers head and spine caused her 
death. 
Just one year ago Lillian— as though fate were fore 
telling the future— described her feelings on the only other 
occasion wlien the mechanical device which held lier aloft 
gave way. 
w It happened in the circus tent. 
Miss Leitzel called it 
"th* biggest thrill of my career." 
I was in tile middle of my act." she said, “ with the 
spotlight on me. 
I was breezing along when a1' at once 
I was conscious of something like panic sweeping over the 
audience. 
I didn't know what it could be— fire, perhaps. 


But in any event the only thing for me to do was to go 
through with my act. 
" I here were many cries and people began running about 
and it suddenly came over me that the excitement was all 
about myself. 
I glanced up— and saw that the hook which 
held my bar had spread apart and w as spreading further. 
The bar was about to drop off. 
"I reached for the rope and eased myself off the bar 
and started to go gingerly down. 
T h e bar weighs a few 
hundred pounds. 
It has to be heavy to give steadiness, 
and if was hanging over my head by the proverbial thread. 
But I got all the way down. 
N aturally, no one was 
under it." 
Lillian's "big thrill' was all in the day s work, for she 
had the courage of a circus aristocrat. 
H er mother and 
grandmother before her had been aerialists, Bohemian born, 
and the real family name was Pelikan, not Leitzel. 
Circus fans who have seen the diminutive blond do her 
50, I OO, or 2 00 aerial somersaults, then dance lightly to 
the edge of the ring to take her bow, may have imagined 
that this performance had become effortless. 
T he truth is that every one of her turns required the dis­ 
location of her shoulder. 
Through sheer nerve, she was 
always able lo finish her turn and trip lightly out of the 
tent smiling. 
But often she collapsed in the arms of at­ 
tendants on reaching the exit, and she would have to rest 
an hour or more to regain her strength. 
I wice daily she spent her strength in this way, and tile 
wonder is that she was able to carry on as long as site did. 
But facing death, and laughing at it, is the lot of every 
circus perform er’s life. 
I hese are the thrills not on the 
program. 


r p A K E for example that split second w’liich separated 
C aptain Clyde Beatty from the jaw s of a furious Ben­ 
gal tiger— and eternity. 
II happened a year ago 
and the scene was a circus lot 
in Kokomo, Ind. 
Beatty, who enters the cag* 
with 
36 
lions and tigers as a featured performer of the Hagenbeck 
W allace circus, was introducing a new member of his 
troupe— a Bengal tiger. 
H e had trained the animal him­ 
self, as he does all his "cats." 
In the language of tile 
circus, all lions, tigers and 
leopards are "cats. 
It was the tiger’s second day in the act and for some 
reason she became angry. 
Beatty doesn’t explain why. 
H e says he doesn’t know. 
"C a ts” are like that— unde­ 
pendable. 
I lie stunt was for the tiger to creep steathily across the 
( C o p y r ig h t , 1 U31, by K v ery VV 


ring until within a few indies of the trainer, as though to 
spring. 
I hen at a signal the tiger w as to halt, roll over 
and go prancing back to her pedestal. 
But that day in Kokomo the stunt d id n ’t succeed. 
The 
tiger started to creep to w ard as she had been taught. H all 
way to Beatty she made a lunge, snarled, and like a flash 
the cruel jaws snapped the trainer’s forearm . 
There w’as 
no time to fire into lier face with a blank cartridge. There 
was no time to do anything. 
"I knew I did n ’t have a chance," B eatty tells it. 
“ The 
cat was quick, but that moment still seems like a lifetime. 
I thought it was the last I would see on earth.” 
I hen the miracle happened! 
Quicker than human aid, 
almost quicker than the eye, old N ero, star of the lion 
troupe, sprang at the tiger, knocking her aw ay from Beatty. 
Tire trainer got to his feet, discharged his gun and restored 
order. 
Both Insists went sulking back to their pedestals. 
A little later B eatty left die circus grounds— in a hospital 
ambulance. 


’N 


E R O is a wonderful lion," Beatty says. 
“ He has 
liven with me eight years and he has often appeared 
in movies. 
It may have been loyalty that made 
Nero save my life or it may have been the traditional 
hatred between lions and tigers. The two varieties of beasts 
are born enemies. 
I hat is why an act in which lions and 
tigers appear together is so dangerous." 
W hen Captain Beatty is in the ring w ith ‘his lions his 
only protection is his gun, loaded with blank cartridges. 
H e refuses to have a guard outside armed with a real gun, 
as do some performers. 
" b ’s too dangerous to have a gun in the ring ” Beatty 
explains. 
"Scarcely anyone is a good enough shot to kill 
a lunging lion, and a false shot would only infuriate all the 
other animals.” 
Beatty, long a friend of Lillian le itze l, was booked to 
appear ut the Copenhagen music hall w ith the aerial star 
last month, but a number of indoor circus engagements in 
the middle west changed his plans. 
Fatal accidents in recent years have been rare in the 
circus world, despite the perilous stunts which the performers 
do every day, 
’I ears ago, one of die Hanlons of the original Hanlon 
vaulters was killed in Clinton, la., while attempting a 
triple somersault in an aerial act. 
T hen there was Ga­ 
zelle, hist of all the performers to be shot as a human pro­ 
jectile from a cannon’s mouth. 
H er spine was injured 
when the cannon hurled her against a lowered tiapeze bat, 
fclugaaiae—Prim ed In U, S A.) 


U G O Z A C C H IN I, w ho appears in 
an 
act which is similar to Z a- 
zelle’s, is ranked close to the top 
am ong circus death-defiers. 
H e has never 
met w’ith a serious accident, though once 
the distance between the gun and net into 
w hich he drops was incoriectly computed. 
Z acchini landed against a rope at the 
edge o f the net. 
By quick thinking he 
w as able to save himself by spinning back­ 
w ard in a somersault to land on his feet. 
A ll sorts of hazards unsuspected by 
the public contribute to the risks faced by 
the aerial performer. 
Lighting, 
which 
varies on 
bright days and dark ones, 
m akes it easy to misjudge a distance. 
M oisture in the air is treacherous and a 
rope soaked with rain would menace the 
fife o f the most expert. 
A circus precept which th* outsider 
will find hard to believe is that the higher 
in the air one is the safer he will be in 
case o f a fall. 
The theory is that if very 
high up the performer has time to turn 
his body so that he will fall into the net 
on his back. H ow ever, one can be killed by falling into a 
net as well as on the ground. 
Ernest Clark of the Clarkonians, who turns a “ triple” 
from a trapeze bar to his brother, hanging dow nw ard from 
another trapeze, practiced two years before this act was 
shown publicly. 
lf he should hit the net w’hile falling for­ 
w ard, a broken neck w ould result. 
Eddie W a rd , master 
catcher of the Flying W ard s, lost one of his best flyer* 
because the man missed the net while piacticing in the Chi­ 
cago Coliseum. 


I IS said that women are keener than men at attempting 
death-defying exploits. 
W hen the somersaulting auto­ 
mobile first appealed in the old Madison Square G ar­ 
den in New Y ork the c ar slid down a steep incline with a 
dummy passenger, turned over in tile air, and landed on an 
inclined platform to be stopped by a net. 
Soon a woman replaced the dummy. 
T h e first day the 
act was shown hardened troupers refused to w atch her. 
She played out the whole season, though suffering severely 
from a stiff neck caused by the snapback of the motor car. 
It is reported that alm ost every other woman in *hat circus 
begged for a chance to ride in the somersaulting car. 
I here is a reason w hy most of die smiling, gaiiy-spangled 
bareback riders are usually clad in white, red, purple or 
pink costumes. 
T o w ear green or yellow, so the saying 
runs, is to invite disaster. 
It is bad luck to whistle in a dressing room, to play a 
harmonica in a sleeping car, or for the band to play I osti a 
"G oodby’’ or "H o m e, Sw eet Home" before die season 
closes. 
An old-fashioned, round-topped trunk on a circus 
lot is believed to foretell certain death. 
D r. William J. Shields, circus doctor who travels with 
the Ringling Brothers and Barnum and Bally show, asserts 
that performers seldom need medical attention. 
"Perform ers d on’t trouble me." lie explains. 
"There 
ate iewer accidents am ong performers than among any other 
class of circus help. 
Y ou see, performers are in good con­ 
dition. 
Accidents are rare because if a perform er is in 
good condition he doesn’t have accidents, and if he isn’t 
in good condition I d o n ’t let him work." 
So it goes. 
Every member of the gigantic trouping fam­ 
ily knows the treacheries and uncertainties of the lite, yet 
every spring they are back. 
It’s the creed of the circus. 
In spite of aches and falls and here and there a broken 
heart the 1931 season is beginning again. 
A week or so 
and they’ll lie loading the bright new trains. 
A new sea­ 
son! 
New fluids! 
Y es, tile circus laughs at death.

musical talent, proven by his many

pite his com parative youth. 
O f Jewish ancestry, in 
common 
with so m any prominent musicians 
of th© present day, Ornstein 
was 
bom at Kremenchug, Russia, 
D e­ 
cember l l, 1895. H is father was of­ 
ficiating as cantor in the synagogue 
of this Russian city. 
With the 
Russian 
passion 
for 
music, Ornstein’s parents fostered 
the lad's early inclination for study, 
and his first training w as received 
at the fam ous old Conservatory in 
Petrograd. 
Unsettled political conditions re­ 
sulted in the Ornstein fam ily leav­ 
ing Russia in 1906, and with his 
parents, young Leo came to 
New 
York when he w as ll. 
For a tim© O m stein attended the 
Friends* School, soon 
continuing 
his musical study at th© Institute 
of Musical Art in N ew York where 
he benefited by the 
personal in ­ 
struction of Bertha Feiring Tapper, 
a Scandinavian pianist of note and 
a former pupil of Leschetizky, 
the 
celebrated piano pedagogue, 
For five years Ornstein 
studied 
piano at the Institute, making such 
strides that in January, 1911. when 
he w as only 16, he made his pub­ 
lic debut aa a pianist. 
The young prodigy’s success wfcs 
almost sensational, for not only did 
he already 
show 
an 
admirable 
technique, but 
his 
tone-coloring 
was really unusual. Already he was

beginning to feel a great inclina­ 
tion to in te rp ret the w orks of the 
ultra-m odernists. 
In 1913 w hen O m stein w as 18 he 
w ent to E urope w here 
he 
spent 
considerable tim e in P aris 
during

ed to the P a risian m usical elite by 
Calvocoressi a t a concert held 
in 
th e Sorbonne. 
A fter a tour of N orw ay, O rnstein 
turned back again to A m erica, and 
during th e fall of 1915, presented a

Yorkers. B arely 20 y ears of age, the 
young virtuoso w as quite the hero 
of th e hour. 
C ontinuing th is series of recitals 
in 1916, 
O rnstein

ril Scott, Maurio© Ravel, and 
the 
R ussian Sciabine, as well sis in ­

genius. 
Indeed, O m stein w as already be­ 
ginning to devote considerable a t­
